PLANT LIFE. 


A plant that grows in India, called 


thilotacea electrica, emits electric sparks. 
The hand which touches it immediately 
experiences a shock. 


Hyacinth and tulip bnlbs lifted after 


the foliage begins to die and kept in a 
«0ol, dry place, then reset in October, 
Will produce abundant flowers. 


Old geraniums showing a tendency to 


bloom profusely should be stripped of at 
least half their buds is soon as they ap- 
pear to prevent death from exhaustion of 
the plants. 


Flowerpots can be rid of earthworms 


»y pouring on the soil a warm decoction 
of wormwood and powdered horse chest- 
nuts. The worms will come to the sur- 
face and can then be removed. 


The marigold is a little weather proph- 


et. If the day is going to be fine, the 
flower opens about 5 or 6 o'clock in the 
morning, but if wet weather is in store 
the marigold docs not open at all. 


Weak rosebushes may be made to grow 


by giving them an occasional watering 
with liquid manure. Care should be tak- 
en mot to have it too strong. Applying 
once a week will be better tbau less often 
and of greater strength. 


The sugar cane of China is said by 


botanists to be an entirely distinct species 
from that of India, and this fact is sup- 
posed to indicate that the development of 
sugar cane was carried on Independently 
by two different nations at the same time.

IRON AND STEEL RIDDLES. 


••me Pa**lta Abont tbe Met«l* That 


Science Canuot Solve. 


In view of our apparently extensive 


knowledge of the natuic of iron it may 
seem strange to still speak about rid 
dies wrought in these metals. Neverthe- j 
less, in everyday piactice, we are con- '- 
stantly confrontod by riddles of one kind 


\ 
or another when dealing with iron and 
\ 
steel, particularly tbe latter. 
\ 
Why is it that we «an raise the strength 


of soft staybolt iron of, say, 47,000 
pounds per square hick, to 60,000 pounds 
per square inch either by heat treatment 
or by repeated ppplication of stress? 
Why is steer coniiig from the rolls or 
hammer weaker ami less ductile than the 
same steel after left lying a day or two, 
or, better still, a neck? 


There is no doubt that many tons of 


suitable material have been either thrown 
ant by mill people themselves or were 
rejected by inspectors because it failed 
to meet specifications, causing needless 
vexation and friction simply because nei- 
ther the one or the other of the parties 
knew that steel is in a disturbed physical 
state after rolling or hammering, no mat- 
ter now good the material, and should be 
left to rest, tbe longer the better. Now,. 
what takes plnce in the steel during the 
period of rest? 


Another riddle is that we can raise the 


elastic limit and ultimate strength by a 
successive application of stresses very 
much above the original strength. What 
law, if it is a law, governs this phenom- 
enon? 
Personally, the author is con- 


vinced that many errors of design or in- 
herent weakness of steel have been modi- 
fied in their probable consequences and 
breakdowns averted by this peculiar prop- 
erty of steel to gain in strength if al- 
lowed to rest after having been subject 
to stresses within certain limits. It was 
the knowledge of this fact which en- 
abled the author to fight for steel and 
1 
defend steel for structural purposes at 
a time when that metal was not yet a 
favorite with the engineer by any means. 
,We are nil familiar with the discovery 
of cut iron getting stronger by tum- 
bling in a tumbling barrel, but for all 
we know it is still an unsolved riddle 
what the conditions really are producing 
such effects.—Paul Kreuzpointer in Cas- 
•ier's Magazine.

Blaiiy Others Are Missing, and Their 


Bodies Muy Bo Found In Debris- 
Over a Score lu Hospitals—Flame* 
Added Horror to Terrible Disaster 


Detroit, Xov. 27.—Twcnty-sli men 


are dead, five of theiii unidentified and 
so terribly burned and blackened that 
identification is almost impossible, and 
24 other men and boys are lying in thf» 
various hospitals of the city suffering 
from frightful cuts and burns and other 
injures, all results of the explosion of 
one of the boilers in tho Penberthy In- 
jector company's large plant yesterday. 


In addition to tho 24 at the ho&pilals, 


a dozen or more of the employes who 
suffered comparatively slight injuries, 
aside from the shock, were taken di- 
rectly to 
their 
homes. 
Sixteen 


men and boys have not as yet been founfl 
cither at their homes or at the hospi- 
tals. The 10 uird ntified bodies n>ay 
account for 10 of ih?se. 


A great force of men is searching the 


rums and the work will not be stopped 
until every part of the debris has been 
examined. 


The Peuberthy Injector Worts plant 


occupied lalf a square at the corner of 
Abbott street and Brooklyn avenue. 
It was composed of two brick buildings, 
separated by a 3 6-foot alley. The rear 
building, in which the boiler was lo- 
cated, and which was completely de- 
stroyed, was three stories' iu height.. 
The boiler room was on the first floor. 
It was in this building that most of the 
manufacturing was done. 


It is impossible to tell exactly how 


many men were at work in the various 
departments of the rear building when 
the explosion occurred, but the officer* 
insist that the number was not over S5. 
There were four boilers in the plant.

The awful crash came without th» ( 


slightest warning. Those in the Cron | 
building said it seemed like the detom 
tion of an immense cannon. The floo1 r 
mnd roof of the rear buildin? bulged ui 
ward and then toppled down with thei 
heavy loads of machinery and f oticdr. 
apparatus. Walls, roof and all droppc 
into a shapeless mass of debris. Win 
dows in houses for a block around we; 
broken by the concussion, and fly in 
bricks filled the neighboring yards. 


A dense cloud of dust arose and as ' 


gertleo" and was succeeded by d^ns^ 
clouds of smoke and steam, agon!" 
cries began to come from the heap t 
tangled wood, metal and bricks. Tho<- 
who were only partially buried frani 
cally dug themselves out and then : 
energetically turned to digging for the 
comrades who were buried deepo 
Flames broke out almost imniedian 1 
and the-horror of fire was added to tli 
suffering of tee imprisoned ones. 


In a comparatively short time all tin 


laborers~vvho could work to advantage 
wer« feverishly throwing and pullinj! 
the debris out into Brooklyn avenue, 
where it was loaded into wagons and 
carried off. 


The floors and roof had fallen at an 


angle and formed a sort of huge cover, 
under which the fire burned fiercely. 
Not until the firemen had chopped 
through this did their streams begiu to 
have an appreciable effect on the flames. 
The sufferings of those who were buried 
beneath vere testified to later by theit 
charred and blackened bodies. 


Engineer 
Riley 
was among the 


first to be du f out from the wreck. His 
escape was little short of miraculous. 
When the boiler exploded he was hurled 
to the floor and one of the smaller test- 
ing boilers was blown over his prost -ate 
form in such a way that one end rested 
on some debris high above him, thereby 
forming a shield which kept the falling 
timbers, bricks and machinery 
from 


crushing him. The escaping steam 
however, burned him frightfully. After 
his arrival at Grace hospital Riley's 
first words were: "How did it happen ? 
5The engine and boilers were all right." 


Gradually the rescuers workect theii 


way downward through the pile. By 
this time there were no cries or groan^ 
to aid them, for the flames had de- 
stroyed these unfortunates who were 
not killed by the explosion or the fall 
But the work of rescue continued with 
unabated haste. When a heavy beaiu 
or piece of shafting was encountered, a 
team of horses was driven in and the 
piece of wreckage hauled to the street 


Stretcher bearers stood beside th' 


delvers and bore away the burned and 
blackened bodies. In several cases tht 
charred corpses were so hot when re- 
covered that they could scarcely b 
handled by the undertakers and their 
assistants.

Gardner testified that Mrs. Bonine 


said she was present when Ayers' a.ath 
happened. "She teld me," he said, "that 
on the morning of Ayrrs' doath he came 
to hor room and knocked on her door, 
and complained of being ill, and is,ked' 
if she would not do something for him: 
that when she got into Ayres' room he 
had attacked her and had a pistol in bis 
bund, and in the scuffle wh'cii er.surd 
lie was killed." The witness said she 
did net tell him in whose hands .h? 
pistol was,'but 'ater corrected himself 
by saying that he believed she said the 
weapon was in Ayres' band. "Slio also 
told me that Ayres was under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time of the 
shooting," said Mr. Gardner.

Collapsing? and Exploding; Boilers. 
"There is a good deal of inaccuracy in 


the popular talk about boilers blowing up 
or exploding," said an old boiler maker. 


"If too much pressure is exerted on the 


Interior of a boiler which is weak in any 
part, the weak part will give and the 
boiler will collapse. If anybody is stand- 
ing near it at the time, he runs the risk of 
being fatally scalded by the steam, but 
the toiler stays just where it was and 
nothing is wrecked but the boiler. This 
is what sometimes happens to kitchen 
boilers, which iiever can, in the true 
sense, blow up or explode. But when the 
boiler is equally strong in every part and 
steam is generated so suddenly that it 
has no chance to escape through the safe- 
ty valve a real explosion occurs; the boiler 
is torn from its fastenings and tears 
through the air like a tremendous cannoa 
ball. Such au explosion is attended by a 
general wreck of everything in the path 
of the boiler and usually by horrible fa- 
talities. "—Philadelphia Times.

heart and expression of emotion that 
was felt by all. 


Through such special causes Thanks* 


giving came to be recognized as a 
day demanded for the general ex- 
pression of common human sentiment. 
And so we observe Thanksgiving day 
tomorrow not because we have more 
cause for thanks then than we have 
today, but because we give the day up 
to that spirit alone, a spirit which 
should animate us through all the 
year, but which other interests do not 
permit to become paramount in daily 
life.

The refusal of Eev. Dr. David H. 


Greer of New York to accept the elec- 
tion as bishop of the new diocese of 
Western Massachusetts is a source of 
deep regret to all in the diocese. The 
diocese loses the opportunity of begin- 
ning its work under the direction of 
an executive ability which Dr. Greer's 
parish has retained, and the import- 
ance of his work there can hardly be 
overestimated. The "parish house in 
connection with his church is one of 


t the most active institutional branches 


of any New York church, and its field 
of work is large. It had been hoped 
that the opportunities, for work here 
might induce him to transfer his. ef- 
forts, but Dr. Greer evidently feels 
that the greater field for usefulness Is 
still in the large city. 


The diocese must now face the ques- 


\ tion of choosing another 
man 
for 


N bishop, and the situation is left in a 


very uncertain state. Several names 
have been mentioned, but the choice 
is now very likely to be postponed for 
some time. The policy of the diocese 
in making the choice has been very 
clearly outlined by its election of Dr. 
Greer, however, and it may safety be 
assumed that every effort 
will 
be 


made to secure as the first bishop a 
man who unites the administrative and 
pulpit qualities of Dr. Greer, who may 
\v ell be taken as the standard to be de- 
sired. 
, 


As the Transcript referred to the sit- 


uation some time ago, it was the dio- 
cese which was the candidate for Dr. 
Greer's services, and being a defeated 
candidate, it will now face ihe task of 
securing some one else with all con- 


, fldence. 


GIVE THANKh 


- There is only one way to observe 
Thanksgiving day truly, and that is 
•to cultivate the spirit of thankfulness 
all through the year. 


It Is one of the few days in the 


year which we as a nation give up 
to the expression of a. single emotion. 
Most of our life is governed by a 
consciousness whioh includes in vary- 
ing degrees all the emotions. Once a 
, yMr we single out the spirit of grat-' 
Itud*. giving it a day on which It 
inlay reign in us, to the temporary 
exclusion of all the others, just as we 
devote Christmas ('ay to the spirit of 
jty. But it was never intended that 
the single day should include the year's 
only sensation of thankfulness. la 
our hurried, crowded lives we have 
two much repressed the finer emo- 
tions.

itudi- to a higher power which was close 
to every emotion in those of the early 
faith. Thanksgiving 
was 
in their 


hearts, was a part of them. To name 
a d*y for its formal expression was a 
necessity of the government of the 
colony. And so Governor William 
Bradford made official provision for 
the first American Thanksgiving day. 
It was the Pilgrim's «afety valve for 
emotion.

The local case in which par- 
ent's were left^in ignorance of a son's 
fate until a letter to the department 
brought news of his death emphasizes 
its beartlessness.

Mildred Holland'^ second appearance 
in "The power behind the throne" at

Miss 


Holland was warmly greeted on her 
entrance in the play, and at the close 
of the third act she was given a most 
enthulsfiaetic curtain call. The sup- 
porting company was much changed 
from last season, 
only M1es Lillian 


Morris as the duchess and Miss Rita 
O'Neal as Aria's mother being the 
same. 
Miss Morris' work deserved 


high praise and the acting of W. H. 
pendergast as the president's secre- 
tary was excellent. Wright M. Lor- 
imer took the part of the romantic 
hero quite acceptably, although! with 
no great strength, and the rest of the 
company > compiared favorably with 
and was in some respects better than 
that of last season. The setting of the 
third scene, which last year was very 
elaborate, was simplified very much 
last evening, lessening its effective- 
ness. 


The play is from, 
the 
Germian, 


Schiller's "Intrigue and love" being 
its basis, and gome of its .passages, 
notably some of tb« dialogue between 
Aria and Ranold in the first act, are 
eaid to be very literal translations. 
The unnaturalness of the play there- 
fore has a classic foundation, 
al- 


though it should seem less unnatural 
in classic literature than on the stage. 
Mies Holland's Interpretation is most 
carefully studied, is almost over care- 
ful Jn places, but is strong at almost 
every point. Her mingling of madden- 
ly dignity and the bantering of love in 
the first and second actg were effective 
ly done, while in the third act her 
most serious work is done. It is when 
there are stirring words to be said 
that Miss Holland is at her best, and 
there was a distinct weakening of her 
art at the beginning of the fourth act 
on this account. The plot of the play 
involves a very free emphasis rQf un- 
pleasant social relations, which only 
the strength of the situations to which 
they lead up renders palatable. 


But all in all, the production is on« 


calculated to leave a lasting' impres- 
sion and Miss Holland's conscientious 
work, combined with what is probably 
the mos't active corps of press agents 
in connection with any road theatrical 
attraction, should serve to give her a 
constantly increasing hold on the po- 
sition "as a star which she is so ear- 
nestly seeking.

"I wonder if >, idealizes her?" 
We stand beside the statue of this fa- 


mous woman, Margaret of New Orleans, 
and, after the manner of strangers, con- 
jecture on what we for the first time see. 


"Not at all," a voice answers in the 


anft southern tongue. "It looks just like 
her." 


"Ah, thank you. You live here?" 
"I was born here. This is my home." 
"You 
were here during the war and 


yellow fever and everything? And was 
Ben Butler so dreadful? And have you 
seen Omble?" 


A nod answers each one of my young 


companion's impetuous queries. 


"How delightful!" concludes my friend, 


but the lady shakes her head and taps her 
fan lightly on the girl's soft cheek and 
says musingly: "It did not seem as if I 
would live through it, but I have, and 
now comes one who calls my trials 'de- 
lightful.' How cruel!" 


"Ah, pardon! But I was ^.thinking of 


that charming man who wrote the deli- 
cious 'Mn»e. Delphine.' I was thinking 
how perfectly lovely it must be to live 
here and knew him—and then to live in a 
city that has had such a history—it is so 
romantic. And can you tell us anything 
about Marg»*-t?" 


"This little space—'Margaret place,* It 


is called—it is a pleasant spot to rest in." 


With this invitation, given more in 


looks than in words, we seated ourselves 
near our new acquaintance on the settees 
in the little park. The perfume of March 
roses overhang the city; we forget in its 
deliciousncss the signs of decay that in 
portions of that quaint old town imparts 
a pensive melancholy to its beauty. Near 
by us in the green grass is a pool set 
about with a low border of cactus; a 
mimic fort, with all its bristling thorn 
guns out, and its blossom floating from 
the rampai Is, which are guarding from 
such fierceness only .a lazy fleet of water 
lilies, under the shade of which there is a 
Whirl of goldfish. 
A stone footbridge 


crosses the pool and spans the river of 
cactuses. It is a very odd and tasteful 
device, this pool, and the little park in 
which it is placed is unique in its way. 
There is nothing overdone, neither neg- 
lected. It is a well kept* refreshing, sim- 
ple setting for the statue itself. 


"She was a working woman—a servant 


here. When I first remember her I was 
living near here, and she was taking care 
of the cows in a stable that stood almost 
on the very spot where her statue stands 
now. She was working then for the sis- 
ters of the asylum. She fed and milked 
their cows and sold milk in a cart about 
the city. She was a strange looking person 
—remarkable in her appearance. I think 
now as I recall her she bad a broad fore- 
head, serious eyes, a pleasant, bread 
sini'.e, a rather short, stout figure. I do 
not suppose she ever ia hoi- life wore any 


j dress better than a guinea"blue calico; she 


always wore heavy shoes and a black 
straw bonnet trimmed with a neat band 
of black over the top. From my residence 
I could see her many times a day while 
she was at her stable work or coming 
back and forth with her milk cans. 


"What was her name? Her name was 


Margaret Hauggery; she had been mar- 
ried and at that time was a widow. Her 
husband and little child died just after 
she came to New Orleans; so we learned 
after she became famous. She was alone 
and poor in a strange country and went 
to work in the stables for a living. Some- 
how everybody liked Margaret; her smile 
was sweet and her words shrewd. The 
children called her Margaret, and she 
knew their names and answered their 
salutations along the street as she drove _ 
by in the milk cart. 


"After some years Margaret bad saved 


enough to buy a bit of ground that had 
on it a small bakery. The place was sold 
for a trifle, but now Margaret was in 
royal trim—a landowner and a manufac-N 
turer; for she opened the shop and began 
' bread and pie making for the neighbors. 
Presently there was a large bakery built; 
soon bread carts were running over tbe 
city bearing the words 'Margaret's Bak- 
ery.' It became the fashion to buy at 
Margaret's place. During war, pestilence 
and disaster Margaret's fires were never 
out, and the delicious rolls kept up their 
weight and quality, no matter what else 
in life failed. Then she began running 
her free bread carts during the fever pan- 
ic. No one went hungry who was within 
sound of her cart wheels. From that 
time on no one need go hungry in New 
Orleans—those too poor to buy were given 
a loaf fresh and white as the best, and it 
was given heartily, with a 'God bring 
thee better times!' There was no distinc- 
tion in Margaret's favors. She gave to 
white and black, of any church or none. 
'Are you hungry?' that is all that was i 
necessary.. 'Here is bread; take it with 
God's blessing.' There have been in this 
city dread days, which seemed as if God j 
and everybody had failed us but Mar- 
garet; days when she almost literally fed j 
the city. During the yellow fever panic 
Margaret began her noble work of taking 
the children from the homes of death and 
putting thorn into a house under good 
care, supporting them herself in every 
particular. 
Soon the one asylum grew 


into many; the dozens of her little charges 
were numbered by hundreds—and at the 
time of her death thousands. At the gate 
of every orphan asylum in the city Mar- 
garet's bread cart, with its smoking: rolls, 
was seen daily; at every charitable insti- 
tution whatsoever she took the privilege 
of giving her bread freely, and Margaret's 
Same* headed the list for every charity. 


"Our grand Charity hospital, one of the 


most famous in the world, was largely 
tbe gift of Margaret. 
You must visit 


that hospital. It will make you better all 
your life for having scon it. 
Right 


through the trees there, at the right, do 
you see that magnificent building with its 
four galleries running around the first 
four stories of the house? Its gate tells 
in golden letters that this is a children'* 
home, given by Margaret, where to the 
end of time orphans will be cared for and 
educated by her bequests. Many of our 
cemeteries contain in form of handsome 
tombs Margaret's simple but munificent 
thoughtfulncsn. Here you know all are 
buried above ground in crypts or ovena 
of masonry, and when you visit our ceme- 
teries—as strangers always do, for there 
are no burial places like these in America 
—you will see stone tombs, containing 
one, two or four dozen bodies maybe, in- 
scribed, 'Given to the Little Sisters of the 
Poor by Margaret.' 
'The Strangers' 


Tomb, Given by Margaret.' I suppose 
Margaret spent more money for the city 


thin the richest man in the history of tn« 
state, and of the sympathy and discern- 
ment of the needs of the poor the halt 
could never be told. She spent nothing 
on herself. A clean blue calieor stout 
shoes, a black straw bonnet, a knitted 
jacket or shoulder chaw], an iron bed* 
stead in a room without even a rocking 
chair and overlooking the bakeshop, suf- 
ficed for her. She had no time to enjoy 
real luxuries. As leng as there was a 
weeping child or a friendless woman 
In the city what tine had she to fold 
her arms in a rocking chair? While there 
were unburied, c%ffinless forms could she 
adorn her home of tie ISvirs? And so it 
happened that to the end »f life Mar-,

around that Margaret was dead the grca 
city arose and put ou mouiniug; the bus1 
ness houses were closed; all the employ 
ments of the city stood still. The day of 
the burial thousands of her little orphans 
followed her bier as mourners; every 
church sent delegations of honor bearers: 
the public school children joined in the 
throng; the houses were draped along the 
line of march; all the bells in the city 
tolled; civic and military joined ,in the 
procession with ecclesiastics; there never 
was here a fuaeral like Maigaret's. 
• 


"Afterward it was found that her pos- 


sessions had been so disposed that had 
death come nt any mon^nt the^affairs of 
this life ware well and intelligently 
wound up. There were no person? I ef- 
fects of value, but even her few gar- 
ments she left to the poor, and with the

claims the elements of a borii diplomat. 
Yet, look again at the broad, massive 
brow, and see the earnest, loving eye that

Old Mailbox, 


Among the tieasures held "by the Anti- 


quarian society in Portsmouth, N. H., 
there is an old box the history of which 
is given on a label which it bears. 


The bos is of tin, painted green, and 


shows signs of much us>age, which is not 
surprising when one considers that it car- 
ried the United States mail between Ports- 
mouth and Boston during the Revolution. 
It is about 9 inches long, 4% inches wide 
and a little more than that in height. 


It was carried on horseback by Captain 


John Noble, otherwise known as Deacon 
Noble, who was post riderlratil 1783. 


This box contained all the mail and made 


every week one round trip, occupying 
three days in the journey— from Ports- 
mouth to Boston the first of the week and 
three days at the end of the week from 
Boston to Portsmouth.

THE THIRD RAILROAD 
FATALITY 


Chesboro Was Driving Baker Cart and 


in Spitt of Warnings Drove Upon 


the Track Directly in Front 


Of the Express 


Herbert Chesbro. 40, of Clarksburg 


wae struck and instantly killed by the 
508 westbound express yesterday af- 
ternoon while attempting 
to 
drive 


•across the tracks at Blackinton in 
front of the train. This establishes a 
remarkable record of three railroad 
deaths occurring in tho same city, al,l 
within a period of four days, 


Chesbro was employed by Alexander 


Renton, a baker of Houghton street, 
and was on his way home after mak- 
ing his rounds with the bakei cart 
when he met his death. 
He had 


driven through Blackinton and started 
to cross from the village street to the 
state road by way of the cross street 
just west of the Blackinton mill. The 
view of the track at this point la en- 
tirely cut off by buildings, and Chesbro 
had almost reached the crossing when 
he became aware of tfa^ approach of 
the train which was half an hour late 
and running at high speed. 
Instead 


of putting- up he whipped up his horse 
and attempted to cross. The engine 
struck the cart equarely In the middle 
and completiely demolished: It, Ithe, 
horse escaping without a scratch. 


The train was stopped at Briggs' 


curve, a quarter of a mil^ from the 
scene of the accident, and Chesbro's 
body was found on the cowcatcher. 
He had been killed instantly. 
Both 


legs were broken, the skull was crush- 
ed on one side and the face consider 
ably scratched. 


The train crew placed the body In 


the baggage car and it was carried to 
Williamsto\vn, where it was removed 
to the 
station. 
Medical 
Examiner 


Brown of this city was summoned as 
quickly as possible and made an ex- 
amination, after which the body was 
taken in charge by Simmons & Car- 
penter, who drove to 
"Williamstown 


and brought it to this city about 9 
o'clock. 


The accident was witnessed 
by a 


number of people 
as 
it 
happened 


shortly after the mill closed for the 
day, and a good many of the mill 
hands were passing the place on their 
way home. 


The flagman stationed at the cross- 


ing where the accident occurred is Ml 
chael Sullivan. He says that he saw 
Chesbro' 9 danger and tried to^ make 
him stop by shouting at him, his lan- 
tern having been blown out by the 
wind, but Chesbro evidently lost his 
head and paid no attention to the 
warning. 
Those who saw what hap- 


pened exonerate the flagman from any 
blame, corroborating his story. 


Chesbro's horse, after running a 


short 
distance, 
^was 
caught by a 


young man named Ashton and cared 
for. 


Chesbro was a native of Clarksburg 


and had lived in this vicinity all his 
life working as a farm hand most of 
the time. For the past three years he 
had been working for 
Mr. Renton, 


and boarded at Mr. Renton's house. 
He was unmarried, but is survived by 
three brothers, James of Bennington, 
Charles pf this city and 
Sydney of 


Clarksburg. 
Mr. Chesbro was an 


honest, sober, man, faifihful to his 
•work and well liked by his employer 
who almost made him one of his fam- 
ily. 
He had formed many friendships 


in this city, Clarksburg, Stamford and 
Pownal during his lifetime, and all 
who knew him respected him. 


The funeral will be held Friday af- 


ternoon at 2 o'clock at Mr. Renton's 
house, 414 Houghton stil?et. Inter- 
ment will be at Southview cemetery.

DEATH OF I, W, RICHMOND 


Patting Away of Prominent Business 


Man and Member ef Old Family 


Thomas W. Richmond 
died last 


night at 7.45 o'clock at tho home of hi* 
mother on State street, aged 50 y*ars. 
He had been out of health for the last 
three or four years and tor some time 
past he had been failing quite rapid- 
ly. Last Friday night he suffered a 
severe shock which affected his 'eft 
side and from that time he was totally 
helpless. He spoke only a few times 
after the attack. 


Mr. Richmond was borr in the house 


where he died, the son of General An- 
drew A. and Mary F. Richmond, and 
his whole life was passed here. 
He 


was educated in the putHc schools (t 
the town and at select schools at Ben 
nington, Vt., and Lanesboro. 
After 


leaving school he engaged in the car- 
riage business in North Adams and 
after carrying this on for a short time 
he bought an interest in the coal bus- 
iness conducted by Harry Brown, and 
they remained together till the deatfl 
of the latter. Alone and with various 
other partners Mr. Richmond con- 
tinued in the business till about a year 
ago, having been for nearly 30 years 
one of the best known coal Dealers of 
this section.

Mr. Richmond in addition to Being 


an active business man took a live in- 
terest in th« affairs of th* town and 
was always ready to do what he could 
to advance its welfare. He was not a 
seeker of public office, but served the 
town as selectman and 
hel<l for sev- 


eral years the office of special county 
commissioner. Th« polio" station was 
built the year he was on the board of 
selectmen, which was about, 1883. 


Mr. Richmond Was a very sociable 


man and was considerbly Interested 
in fraternal organizations. He was a 
member of Lafayette lodge, F. and A. 
M. of Oneco lodge, I. O. O. F. and of 
the Berkshire club, and ho -was also for 
many years a member of the old North 
Adams club which went out of exist- 
ence sometime ago. Of a,l ;«frthese or- 
ganizations he "was a faithful and loy 
al member. He was an attendant of 
the Baptist church. 
He was a very 


genial and friendly mar and. had a 
wide cquaintance all through this sec- 
tion. 


In October, 1893, he married Miss 


Jflai-y Ella Bailey of Brooklyn, K. Y. 
who survives him. He also leaves his 
mother' and one ojster, M"S. A.
